Whatev er y ou r estimate of the 
people who make news—whether 
political leaders, labor ty coons, ex ­ 
ponents of rock ’n roll, atomic sci- 
ents, bu siness bigwigs or beau ty 
qu eens—the most important man in 
America might well be the dairy 
farmer. 
In prov iding u s with more than 
126 billion pou nds of fresh, pu re 
milk a y ear, he becomes the na­ 
tion's major nu trifier, the main­ 
stay of ou r health and energy . And 
it's pretty hard to think of any one 
more important than that. 
Bu t, u p till now—and in spite of 
his v ital place in ou r liv es—he has 
been the man nobody knows, ju st 
another farm er. For the first clear 
pictu re of Pu blic. Hero Nu mber 
One. we are indebted to the Milk 
Indu stry Fou ndation which has ju st 
completed a nationwide su rv ey on 
the v ery hu man su bject. It rev eals: 
The 
av erage 
American dairy 
farm er is 47. He milks 14 cows— 
with milking machines—ships 3 5 0 
pou nds (ju st ov er 40 gallons) of 
milk a day . He has been produ cing 
milk for fou rteeen y ears, and in 
three cases ou t of fou r owns his 
own farm. He makes 'gross) ju st 
u nder $5 .000 a y ear from his farm 
operation—abou t half of this from 
milk. 
* 
He su bscribes to both weekly 
and daily newspapers and an av e­ 
rage of 3.7 farm magazines. He has 
a radio and a telev ision set. He be­ 
liev es in his owTn produ ct, and 
drinks almost fou r glasses of it a 
day . 
Bu t the su rv ey also su ggests that 
the u nderly ing cau se of 
recent 
milk strikes and other differences 
is a lack of u nderstanding between 
this man who produ ces ou r milk 
and the man who pu ts it on the 
doorstep. Fou r ou t of ten of all the 
farm ers interv iewed did not know 
how the price they receiv e for their 
milk is arriv ed at — ev en thou gh 
6 6 percent of all milk is priced at 
the farm u nder Federal or State 
regu lations. More than sev enty per­ 
cent had no accu rate knowledge of 
the dealer’s profit. They estimated 
that he made 5.4 cents on a qu art 
of milk, bu t felt that 3.8 cents 
wou ld be reasonable and proper. 
Actu ally , the dealer's profit is half 
a cent a qu art. 
Thu s it wou ld seem to be high 
time for more intelligent contact, 
and more frequ ent and regu lar 
contact between town and cou ntry . 
In short, the dairy farmer and the 
milkman ou ght to get to know each 
other. 


Motorists shou ldn’t discard safety along with their snow 
tires and chains, the National Safety Cou ncil su ggested to­ 
day . 
W ith winter ov er, spring brings its own specific hazards, 
the Cou ncil observ ed. 
“In the spring,” it said, “a motorist’s fancy tu rns to 
thou ghts of an ou ting on the highway with his wife and 
children. 
“And while many motorists may hav e learned to adapt 
their winter driv ing to winter conditions, they ’re frequ ent­ 
ly u nprepared for springtime hazards. 
“W inter's ice may melt away . Bu t in its wake is left brok­ 
en, ru t-pocked pav ement. W inter’s frozen road shou lders 
nay become spring's qu agmires of mu d. 
“In the spring, bu shes begin to bloom, trees 
if break ou t 
with leav es. Su ch scenery draws the attention or the motor­ 
ist, who leav es himself wide open for a wreck.” 
The Cou ncil also pointed ou t that: 
1. Springtime’s warmer weather brings ou t many chil­ 
dren, who may dash into a road or street. 
2. Spring rains create hazards, especially for the motor­ 
ist whose car windshield wipers hav e deteriorated du ring 
winter. 
3. Many persons bu y a new car in the spring. Unfamiliari­ 
ty with a new car may lead to an accident. 
4. The ru ral road can be a booby trap. The city driv er, u n­ 
familiar with the hazards ru ral roads present, often is u n­ 
prepared for the worst. 
5. The additional nu mber of motorists (abou t eight million 
more) on the roads du ring spring natu rally increases danger. 
6 . Du ring winter a m otorist may hav e driv en home from 
work in total darkness. Bu t in spring he’ll find himself 
straining to see clearly in the half-light, half-dark of twi­ 
light (4-8 p.m.). Statistics indicate they ’re the most dang­ 
erou s hou rs of a day . More accidents of all ty pes, Arid more 
motor v ehicle fatalities, occu rred then than du ring any oth­ 
er fou r-hou r period. 
“If it’s dark enou gh for parking lights, it’s dark enou gh 
for y ou r headlights,” the Cou ncil adv ised.

RAILROADS ASKING 
EXCISE TAX REPEAL 
The Tex as Railroad Association 
is joining in a nationwide campaign 
to persu ade Congress at its cu r­ 
rent session to repeal the federal 
ex cise tax on freight rates and 
passenger fares, on grou nds that 
it is not only u nnecessary bu t dis­ 
criminatory . 
Granted that the same charge 
can be made against many other 
ex cise tax es, it mu st be admitted 
that the railroads present an ar­ 
ray of persu asiv e facts and argu ­ 
ments. Here are some of them: 
The tax is 3 per cent of the 
freight rate and 10 pe rcent on 
passenger fares on ALL for-hire 
carriers. 
2. The tax was lev ied 
du ring 
World War II ostensibly 
as a de­ 
terrent to u nnecessary u se of w ar- 
jammed transportation facilities. 
3. 
A similar tax was imposed 
du ring World War I. bu t it was re­ 
pealed after fou r y ears, in 19 21. 
The present tax is still in force 
10 y ears or more after the close 
of World War II. 
4. The benefit the pu blic will de­ 
riv e from the tax repeal will far 
ou tweigh the loss of rev enu e to 
the federal gov ernment. 
5 . The tax is costly to ev ery one 
and is highly discriminatory in 
many way s. 
6 . Probably the most u nju st and 
costly factor is that it can be lev ­ 
ied as many as fiv e times: 1, when 
raw material is transported to the 
processor: 2. when the produ ct is 
sent from the mill to the whole­ 
saler or jobber: 3. from the job­ 
ber to the distribu tor: 4, from the 
distribu tor to the retailer; 5. from 
the retailer to the consu mer. 
7. The long-hau l 
shipper, 
of 
which Tex as is getting an increas­ 
ingly large nu mber annu ally , js 
particu larly hard hit by discrimina­ 
tion. For ex ample, a Tex as toma­ 
to shipment wou ld hav e a lev y of 
abou t fou r times as mu ch as the 
same-sized shipment 
from 
New 
York state were each destined for 
New York City . 
8. The tax is costly for the car­ 
rier to collect and administer and 
thu s adds to the total fre.ght bill 
b> increasing the carriers’ ov er­ 
all costs. 
9 . Since freight and passenger 
fares hav e, of necessity , been in­ 
creased sev eral times since World 
War II, and since the tax rate is 
a fix ed percentage of the fare or 
freight rate, the tax has been in­ 
creased su bstantial!’ withou t any 
increase in the tax rate. 
10. The tax is lev ied only on for- 
hire carriers, which au gu ments the 
incentiv e for comu anies to ship 
in their owm tru cks. No one qu ai’-

11. The resu lt o f this is'that the 
balance o f the national transporta­ 
tion sy stem is u pset.

cies." 
The secretary, 
w hose 
“ tight 
m oney” policies have draw n con­ 
siderable congressional fire, said 
it is “nonsense” to allege that 
“ higher interest rates benefit on­ 
ly the bankers.” 
“ B ankers are brokers of mon­ 
ey.” 
he declared 
in 
an 
11,000 
word statem ent prepared for the 
opening session of a broad com­ 
m ittee study of the nation's finan­ 
cial condition. “ When they receive 
m ore, they pay m ore.” 
Higher interest rates paid by 
banks to their depositors encour­ 
age savings, he said, and those 
savings are converted to increased 
capital investm ent which means 
m ore jobs. 
Humphrey, whose resignation as 
T reasury secretary is expected to 
becom e effective in nnd-July, told 
the com m ittee the Eisenhower ad­ 
m inistration has a record of “ a 
prospering Am erica 
with 
new 
high levels of em ploym ent, rising 
income, and increasing purchas­ 
ing power. 
‘“ It is a record of more and bet­ 
ter jobs, more homes, more cars, 
m ore leisure and m ore recreation,” 
he said. “ It is a period of unequal­ 
led prosperity with both the bless­ 
ings and the problem s of such a 
period.” 
Humphrey said 
“ this 
growing 
prosperity has extended to nearly 
all segm ents of our society ex­ 
cept the farm er.” 
And, he added, the outlook in 
th at field is brightening somewhat. 
One of the basic problem s of 
prosperity. Humphrey said, is that 
‘‘with growing confidence on the 


part of the lenders as well as bor­ 
row ers.” there has been a rapid 
upturn in the dem and for credit. 
He ^aid this poses an ever-present 
threat of rising prices and run­ 
away inflation. 
He said the fiscal policies of the

M otorists shouldn’t discard safety along with their snow 
tires and chains, the National Safety Council suggested to­ 
day. 
W ith winter over, spring brings its own specific hazards, 
the Council observed. 
“In the sp rin g /’ it said, “a m otorist's fancy turns to 
thoughts of an outing on the highway with his w ife and 
children. 
“And while many m otorists may have learned to adapt 
their winter driving to winter conditions, th ey’re frequent­ 
ly unprepared for springtim e hazards. 
“W inter’s ice may melt away. But in its wake is left brok­ 
en. rut-pocked pavement. W inter’s frozen road shoulders 
nay become spring’s quagm ires of mud. 
“ In the spring, bushes begin to bloom, trees t# break out 
with leaves. Such scenery draws the attention or the m otor­ 
ist, who leaves him self wide open for a wreck.” 
The Council also pointed out th a t: 
1. Springtim e’s warmer weather brings out m any chil­ 
dren, who may dash into a road or street. 
2. Spring rains create hazards, especially for the m otor­ 
ist whose car windshield wipers have deteriorated during 
winter. 
3. Many persons buy a new car in the spring. U nfam iliari­ 
ty with a new car m ay lead to an accident. 
4. The rural road can be a booby trap. The city driver, un­ 
fam iliar with the hazards rural roads present, often is un­ 
prepared for the worst. 
5. The additional number of m otorists (about eight million 
more) on the roads during spring naturally increases danger. 
6. During w inter a m otorist m ay have driven home from 
work in total darkness. But in spring he’ll find him self 
straining to see clearly in the half-light, half-dark of tw i­ 
light (4-8 p.m .). Statistics indicate th ey’re the m ost dang­ 
erous hours of a day. More accidents of all types, and more 
motor vehicle fatalities, occurred then than during any oth ­ 
er four-hour period. 
“If it’s dark enough for parking lights, it ’s dark enough 
for your headlights,” the Council advised. 


H e rb ert H oover has said, “ O ur 
federal budgeting and accounting 
is not adapted to tod ay ’s enorm ous 
expenditures.

5o fa r so good. B ut the trouble, 
n the n ew sletter’s w ords, is th a t

tions and p ro g ram s w hich they re ­ 
spectively a d m in ister.” H um an n a­

The T exas R ailroad A ssociation 
is joining in a nationw ide cam paign 
to persuade C ongress at its cur­ 
ren t session to repeal the federal 
excise tax on 
freight rates 
and 
passen g er fares, on grounds that 
it is not only u n n ecessary b u t dis­ 
crim in a tory. 
G ran ted th at the sam e charge 
can be m ade ag ain st m any other 
excise taxes, it m ust be adm itted 
th a t the railro ad s p resen t an a r­ 
ra y of persuasive facts and a rg u ­ 
m ents. H ere a re som e of them : 
The tax is 3 per cent of the 
freight rate and 10 pe rce n t on 
p assen g er fares on ALL for-hire 
c a rrie rs. 
2. T he tax w as levied 
during 
W orld W ar II ostensibly 
as a de­ 
terre n t to un n ecessary use of war- 
jam m ed tran sp o rtatio n facilities. 
3. A sim ilar tax w as imrposed 
during W orld W ar I, b u t it w as re­ 
pealed after four y ears, in 1921. 
T he present tax is still in force 
10 y ears or m ore a fte r the close 
of W orld W ar II. 
4. The benefit the public will de­ 
rive from the tax rep eal will far 
outw eigh the loss of revenue to 
the federal governm ent. 
5. The tax is costly to every one 
and 
is 
highly 
d iscrim in ato ry in 
m any ways. 
6. Probably the m ost unjust and 
costly factor is th at it can be lev­ 
ied as m any as five tim es: 1, when 
raw m aterial is tran sp o rted to the 
processor; 2. when th e product is 
sent from the mill to the whole­ 
saler o r jobber: 3, from the job­ 
b er to the distrib u to r; 4, from the 
d istrib u to r to the retailer; 5. from 
the re taile r to the consum er.

Prosperity 
Has Problems 
-Humphrey 


W A SH IN G O N < P*— Secretary of 
the 
Treasury 
Humphrey 
today 
credited the administration's fis­ 
cal polities with causing unparal­ 
leled prosperity. But he said pros­ 
perity brings problems. 
“ I 
acknowledge 
imperfections 
in our accomplishments,” 
Hum­ 
phrey 
told 
the Senate Finance 
Committee, “ but I entertain no 
doubt as to 
the propriety of our 
goals or the wi-dom of our poli­ 
cies.” 
The secretary, 
whose 
“ tight 
money” policies have drawn con­ 
siderable congressional fire, said 
it is “ nonsense” to allege that 
“ higher interest rates benefit on­ 
ly the bankers.” 
“ Bankers are brokers of mon­ 
ey.” he declared 
in 
an 
11,000 
word statement prepared for the 
opening session of a broad com­ 
mittee study of the nation's finan­ 
cial condition- “ When they receive 
more, they pay more.” 
Higher interest rates paid by 
banks to their depositors encour­ 
age savings, he said, and those 
savings are converted to increased 
capital 
investment which means 
more jobs. 
Humphrey, whose resignation as 
Treasury secretary is expected to 
become effective in mid-July, told 
the committee the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration has a record of “ a 
prospering America 
with 
new 
high levels of employment, rising 
income, and increasing purchas­ 
ing power. 
‘“ It is a record of more and bet­ 
ter jobs, more homes, more cars, 
more leisure and more recreation,” 
he said. “ It is a period of unequal­ 
led prosperity with both the bless­ 
ings and the problems of such a 
period.” 
Humphrey 
said 
“ this 
growing 
prosperity has extended to nearly 
all segments of our society ex­ 
cept the farmer.” 
And. he added, the outlook m 
that field is brightening somewhat. 
One of the basic problems of 
prosperity. Humphrey said, is that 
“ with growing confidence on the 


part of the lenders as well as bor­ 
rowers.” there has been a rapid 
upturn in the demand for credit. 
He said this poses an ever-present 
threat of rising prices and run­ 
away inflation. 
He said the fiscal policies of the 
administration "have 
been 
de­ 
signed to encourage the growth of 
the supply of goods but not to en­ 
courage excessive 
credit 
expan­ 
sion.” 
“ The cost of living has Tisen 
an average of only six-tenths cf 
1 per cent per year for the past 
four years, as compared with an 
average increase at the rate of 
about 7 per cent a year for the 
preceding 13 
years,” 
he 
said. 
“ Even that rise is more than I 
like to see, but it is a record of 
far better price stability than in 
many years.” 
In 
reply to critics who have 
said that management of t h e 
275-billion-dollar national debt has 
increased the debt’s cost to the 
public, Humphrey said “ for the 
entire period from December 1946 
through May 1957, there was an 
increase of 69 one-hundreths of 
one per cent in the computed in­ 
terest rate on the public debt. Of 
that increase 29 one-hundreths oc­ 
curred prior to this administra­ 
tion, and 40 one-hundredths 
oc­ 
curred during this administration,”

There 
would appear to be no good rea­ 
son for choking off these benefits 
now.
